MUCH CREDIT DUE TO CAMPBELL 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 
Washington, D. C., June 4.—[Special. }— 
Chicago is to have a postal bank soon. 
This announcement was made today by Post- 
master General Hitchcock. He said the busi- 
ness of receiving the people's money would 
be started by the ist of July if the details 
could be worked out by that time. It is cer- 
tain that the system will bein working order 
during the early part of next month, if not on 
the first day. 

Chicago will be the first of the great cities 
in the country in which the postal banks will 
be established. One of the principal reasons 
for the décision to give this honor to the lake 
city is the great number of foreign born per- 
sons living there. Many of these have had 
the advantage of using the system in their 
native land and this fact is expected to place - 
Chicago in first place as regards the amount 
of money deposited. 

In order to care for the new business the 
force of employés at the Chicago postoffice 
will be enlarged greatly. This is one of the 
details which demand the attention of the 
postmaster general. 


CREDIT DUE TO CAMPBELL. 
Postmaster D. A, Campbell was informed 
last night of the news from Washington that 
Chicago would be the first of the first class 
postoftices of the country which wil be per- 
mitted to act as depositories for the savings 
of the people under the posta] bank system. 
He was especially pleased with the in- 
formation because of the fact that it wasdue 
to his persona! efforts that this city was the 


Mr. Campbell announced, however, that 
no attempt would be made to extend the sys- 
tem to the substations throughout the city 
wntil it had been thoroughly tried out at the 
main office. This decision was influenced by 
the fact that he cannot estimate the amount 
which will be received during the first months 
the system is used. 


Danger of Robbery Added Reason. 

“ At first we will confine the receiving of 
sayings to the main office in the federal 
building,” he said. “We can’t make any 
estimate of the amount of money that will 
be deposited the first month. It may be 
only a few thousand dollars, or it may run 
into the millions, so we are going to try 
it out first in the central downtown office.” 
Another reason for the delay In extending 
the system throughout the city is the fact 
that there would be danger of robbery of 
the substations. He said the substations 
are not protected at night by watchmen, 
nor have they adequate vaults or safes in 
which to store a large amount of meny. The 
main Office is completely equipped for this 
service, he added. 

In regard to the manner in which the 
service will be extended Mr. Campbell) said: 
“We will note from what part of the city 
the largest number of deposits come in and 
will spread the system to that section of 
the city first.” . 


GIVES $1,000,000 FOR SCHOOL. 


Morton Plant Aids Plan to Build Large 

Woman’s College in New Lon- 

don, Conn, 

New London, Conn., June 4—Special.]~— 
Morton Plant, steamship and railroad own- 
er, has given $1,000,000 to found a col- 
lege for women in Connecticut. A campaign 
for funds to bulid the\colege was started last 
winter by residents of this city, who raised 
$130,000. 
Mr. Plant's gift is conditional on donations 
of an equal sum. The directors say they can 
raise the second million. 
The women of the state two years ago urged 
Yale to add a women’s department. Yale 
canvassed the millionaires of the country for 
funds, but was unable to obtain them.

Unable to Swim, They Sink 
-When Four Stand in Boat 
and Overturn It. 


sie OTHERS DIE IN LAKE 


Four persons were drowned in and near 
Chicago yesterday. Two boys were victims 
of an accident while rowing in the lagoon 
at Humboldt park. 

Another youth drowned in a small lake on 
a farm at Hinsdale. The fourth person 
fell off the government pier at South Chi- 
cago while asleep. Three others in a fish- 
ing party were rescued. 


Two Drown in Lagoon, 
The youths drowned in the lagoon were res- 
idents of Forest Park. . They were rowing 
when the boat overturned. One of their com- 
panions swam to shore and the other clung 
to the boat until rescued. Neither of those 
drowned could swim and both sank. The 
dead are: 
Henry Decker, 18 years old, 1418 Elgin ave- 
nue, Forest Park. 
George Noel, 15 years old, 1412 Elgin ave- 
nue, Forest Park. 
The others in the boat were John Kacinek, 
17 years old, 1412 Elgin avenue, Forest Park, 
and John Bauer, 1431 Elmwood avenue, Oak 
Park. They were rowing about the lagoon 
and were about 160 yards from the boathouse 
when the accident happened. Decker and 
Noel, who were rawing, arose to change seats 
with their companions, and al) four were 
standing at the time. 
Park Policeman Terrell heard their cries, 
jumped into a boat, and rushed to the rescue. 
The bodies of the drowned were recovered. 
Gordon Chandler, who was to have grad- 
vated from the Hinsdale school this week, 
was swimming with several companions. 
Suddenly Chandler was seen to throw up 
his arms and sink. He came to the surface 
screaming lustily for help. His companions 
laughed at the struggles of the drowning 
youth, believing him to beshamming. When 
it was too late the truth was learned. 


Falls in Lake While Asleep. 


Richard Parker, 5237 Jefferson avenue, 
went to sleep while sitting with fishing rod 
in hand on the government pier at South 
Chicago, and fell into the water. The pier 
was crowded with other fishermen, and sey- 
eral attempted to rescue Parker, but he sank 
before aid could reach him, 

The three men who were rescued comprised 
a fishing party which ventured out into the 
lake in the morning. They were John 
Johnson, 8045 Bond avenue; Victor Ander- 
gon, 8444 Green Bay avenue; and Elen An- 
derson. 7806 Bond avenue. When their small 
sailboat was two miles off Seventy-sixth 
street a strong puff of wind capsized the 
craft. The men swam about in the water 
several minutes and then clung to the sides of 
the capsized boat. 

The overturned craft was sighted by Capt. 
Finnegan of the Jackson Park Life Saving 
station, and a crew launched a boat and hur- 
ried to its aid. The fishermen were almost 
exhausted when the rescuers arrived, but 
were revived at the station and later went 
home unassisted. 

Lesiie Mergenthaler, 4232 Calumet avenue, 
a clerk, was probably fatally injured when 
he dived into four feet of water while bath- 
ing at Manhattan beach. His neck was 
broken.

Frank Brown saw his other sister strug- 
gling in the water and went to her assist- 
ance. He was exhausted when he reached 
her and she had given up the struggle. He, 
brother caught her, but the chill of thse 
water had so benumbed them that they wers 
helpless and they sank together. 

Some young men who were trying out a 
new sailboat were attracted by the cries of 
the survivors. They succeeded in saving 
ten persons who had been in the water an 
hour and a halt.

It is believed to be almost certain that the . 
employers of the “ gunmen.” will face grand , 
jury indictments before the police investiga- 
tion is concluded. 


Trace Sponsors of “Gunmen.” 
According to the police information ob- 
tained from labor sources John R. Alpine, ' 
president of the plumbers’ union; Simon 
O’Donnell and Thomas Kearney, business 
agents of the same union, and at least three 
officials of other unions are primarily respon-~ 
sibie for the introduction of “ gunmen” in 
the labor struggle. » 

One of the labor leaders who has given 
the police valuable information concerning 
thie: fectional labor warfare between the In- 

ternational Association of Steamfitters and 

the United Association of Phuimbers in which 

the murders and most of the violence hag:

The business agent in his statement nameg 
the sluggers employed by the opposition, in- 
cluding Maurice (‘*‘ Mossy|"’) Enright, ac- 
cused of the murder of Altman and Genfle- 
man; Arthur Stevens, “ Red’ Connors, and 
Joseph Kane, brother business agent with 
Enright of the steamfitters, affiliated with 
the plumbers. 


Gives History of Fight. 
Rau's statement follows !n part: ' 
“The International Association of Steame 
fitters is a bona fide organization, composed 
of steamfitters only, and was organized some . 
twenty-elx years ago. They made applica- 
tion for entrance into the American Federa- 
tion of Labor in 1897 at Kansas City, Mo., and;{ 
were opposed by the United Association of 
Plumbers, but later the steamfitters were. 
recognized as a bona fide international or- ' 
ganization. 5: 
“There was a controversy between the 
steamfitters and the United association which 
dates back some fourteen or fifteen years, 
and they are trying to force a condition 
which makes it really an international affair 
by annihilating the steamfitters or compel 
ing them to join the United association. 
“The present warfare has continued right 
along since Feb. 22, when the Chicago strike 
started. The employers stood by their agree- 
ment with us for about four weeks. In the 
meantime they came to me at my office and 
said they would do what the majority of the 
members agreed to do. They stood out for 
about five weeks, when finally the majority 
broke the agreement. 
“Then the plumbers began to import men. 
They instituted a local, No. 520, of which they 
made Maurice Enright business agent. The 
aggressive warfare then began. Shops were 
visited, our men were corralied, and guns 
were drawn. Their union cards were seized 
and torm up and they were told to go to the 
United association.

T hardly was to be expected that last 
week's real estate market would main- 
tain the pace set by that of the preced- 
ing week, which was one of the most no- 
table in years in the number and diver- 
sified character of the big deals announced. 
These represented the maturing of many 
weeks of negotiations, and the fact that they 
all came out the same week necessarily gave 
to it an importance and distinction which 
is not likely to be duplicated for many weeks 
to come 
As an average proposition last week’s mar- 
ket was far from being disappointing. The 
fact that there were only two deals in cen- 
tral business property as against six dur- 
ing the previous week, with nothing to off- 
set the Hetty Green acre deal of the preceg- 
ing week, made the market seem somewhat 
cull by comparison, but a gain was made 
in the number of recorded instrumenta, as 
compared with the corresponding week a 
year ago, while an encouraging volume of 
new business was undertaken which will not 
phow in the figure totals for one or more 
weeks probably. 


— , Experts See Big Improvement. 

The opinion of those brokers and opera- 
tors who are in particularly close touch with 
the market's activities seems to be that there 
is a distinct improvement in its undertone 
as compared with a few weeks ago. In 
the way of high class investment properties, 
particularly in the central district, this is 
especially noticeable, while an improved in- 
quiry also is reported for outlying business 
property adjacent to transfer corners and 
well established local busimess centers. 
Along the line of probable early development 
there also is reported a good inmguiry for 
acres, while the small lot:trade holds on 
well. 

The central district, however, presents the 
most interesting situation, the only obstacle 
to a probable period of unexampled activ- 
ity beln@ the scarcity of desirable holdings. 
There is no mistake about the buyers being 
on hand, and they are coming in increased 
numbers, and in their eagerness to get hold 
of something really good they are talking 
much less about prohfbitive prices than they 
were a year or 80 ago. Several big deals 
are making progress, and the general situa- 
tion in this field is most encouraging. 

The two deals in downtown property last 
week were the purchase by Edward B. Butler, 
president of Butler Bros., from Shepherd 
Brooks of West Medford, Masa., of the prem- 
ises 326-382 State street, for $360,000, and 
the purchase by Marcus Hart of Hart, Schaff- 
ner and Marx from the estate of Thomas Mur- 
doch of the fee at 16-22 Adams etreet, north 
front, between Michigan and Wabash ave- 
nues, for $250,000. 


Details of Brooks Deal. 

The Brovks property is on the west side of 
the street between Van Buren and Harrison 
streets, opposite Congress street. It fronts 
75 feet with a depth of 101 feet and ig itm- 
proved with a four story and basement build- 
ime which was valued by the board of re- 
view at $23,600. 

It is under lease to Rudolf Woasslick, the 
restaurateur, until July 1, 1923.

UNIONS BOYCOTT | 
PLEASURE PARKS' 


Sans Souci and White City 
Placed on “Unfair” List by 
Labor Federation. 


GENERAL STRIKE LIKELY 


All Affiliated Trades Employed 
Will Be Asked to Walk 
Out Together. 


The Chicago Federation of Labor yester- 
day placed White City and Sans Souci parks 
on the “unfair list.’’ In order to make the 
boycott against these amusement places 
more effective, the federation requested all 
local unions whose members are employed 
in the parks, such as building trades workers, 
vaudeville actors, moving picture machine 
operators, musicians and grocery and beer 
teamsters, to call strikes in support of the 
action and tie up all labor at the parks. 

The boycott was declared unanimously. 
Refusal of the management of both parks 
to sign union agreements with the waiters, 
waitresses, bartenders and printers was de- 
clared to be the reason for putting them 


under the ban of organized labor. 


Miss Anna Willard, delegate of the wa!- 
tresses and bartenders, announced thst 
women pickets would be posted in the vicinity 
of both parks. Every member of a labor 
union caught patronizing the ‘“‘unfair’’ places 
will be reported to his organization with a 
recommendation that he be fined. Communi- 
cations were read from about twenty local 
unions indorsing the boycott. 


General Walkout to Be Asked. 
The request wo the trades now employed in 
the parks to walk out will be made ina com- 

munication to be sent today to all local unions 

affiliated with the central labor body. It is 
likely that the sympathetic strike will be 
Geferred until all unions have had time to 
take action, and that the walkout of all 
trades will take placé simultaneously. 

The fight was decided upon when the 
amusement parks committee and a special! 
conumittee headed by G. Da! Jones of the 
Order of Railroad Telegraphers reported 
that efforte to bring about a settlement met 
with a flat refusal from the management of 
both parks. 

Some of the delegates were inclined to 
question the effectiveness of the boycott, de- 
claring that these were the only two parks op 
the south side to which workingmen could go 
with their families. 

“That's a poor argument,” said Delegate 
Jones, chairman of the special committee. 
“It's about time that workingmen would 
discom mode themselves a little for the benefit 
of their fellows. Union men should use every 
influence at their command to keep patron- 
age away from these urfair places. That's 
what I shall do.”

PAID J. W. FOSTER 


House Democrats Reported on 
Trail of Item Involving 


Ex-Secretary. 


CLAIM GREW TO $368,237. 


Representatives Puzzled Because 
Money Came Out of 
Indemnity. 


Washington, D. C., June 4.—[Special.]—A 
report is in circulation that the Democrats 
on the house committee investigating the 
state department's expenditures have 
brought to light what they consider a re- 
markable financial transaction. 

It concerns the payment of $368,287 during” 
the Roosevelt administration to John W. 
Foster, former secretary of state, for Mrs. 
Georgiana N. Amidon, a client of his, whose 
first husband was a brother and one of the 
heirs of “ General” Frederick T. Ward, the 
famous American soldier of fortune. Ward 
was killed in 1862 in the military service of 
Chiria during the Taiping rebellion. 


Paid from Indemnity Fund. 

The features of the transaction which are 
regarded as of more than usual interest are 
that the claim of about $100.000 which ‘‘Gen- 
eral’’ Ward had against the Chinese govern- 
ment amounted to $368,237 when it was paid; 
hat it was paid out of the boxer indemnity 

und, although it had no connection with the 
boxer trouble, and that the department 
should not have made the payment without 
a proper bond. 

How Mr. Foster and his son-in-law, Roh- 
ert Lansing, received $184;118 between them 
for collecting this sum is now known, and 
the manner in which diplomatic strings were 
pulled and influence used by Mr. Foster 
in bringing about the settlement of the claim 
are understood to be enlightening and un- 
usual. ‘ 


Secrets Disclosed by Foster. 

Indeed, Mr. Foster himself told the whole 
story with all its diplomatic secrets when 
he appeared as a witness on behalf of Mrs. 
Amidon in the Ward estate claim case that 
wes recently thrashed out in the New York 
surrogate’s court. 

Mr. Foster's testimony was not taken in 
open court, but the full verbatim record 
has reached here. 

Whether Mr. Foster was actually in the 
employ of the United States government at 
the time he took the retainer from Mrs. 
Amidon is one of the few points not an- 
Swered, as this direct question, put to Mr. 
Foster under cross-examination, was 
— objected to by Mrs. Amidon’s coun- 
sel. 

The record shows that Mr. Foster utilized 
the services of Mr. Conger, the American 
minister to China, after getting him ap- 
pointed to that post, that he availed himself 
of the good will of then then Chinese minis- 
ter to Washington, and that altogether his 
previous diplomatic service made it possi- 


ble for him to accomplish the result he 
achieved.

Five hundred women ticket agents em- 
ployed by the four elevated railways of Chi- 
cago will lose their jobs, “ L ” officials say, if 
Gov. Deneen signs the ten hour bill, which 
has passed both branches of the legislature. 

On the other hand, Mra. Raymond Robins 
asserts the women ticket agents are here to 


ij | stay and that they favor the law. 


The measure provides that women follow- 
ing certain occupations, including that of 
selling tickets for street railways, shall not 
work longer than ten hours e day. Women 
ticket agents for the elevated roads now 
work twelve hours a day—from 7 o'clock in 
the morning until 7 o’clock at night. 

Clarence A. Knight, chairman of the board 
of elevated railway managers for the loop, 
said yesterday that the heads of all Chicago 
“ZL” roads had decided it would be necessary 
to replace the women agents with men, should 
the bill become a law. 


Three Shifts Would Be Needed. 

“Three shifts of ticket agents would be 
necessary should we continue to employ 
women when the measure becomes a law,” 
he said. 

“Our women employés did not want the bill 
to pass. Last week a delegation of them 
told the governor they would lose their places 
if he approved the bill 

“Women agents in the loop district get 
$1.00 a day, and those at stations $1.85. 
I do not know at what other work they could 
earn that much money. 

“It isa settled fact that the law will force 
us to replace the women with men, It is 
a matter of money.” 


“Women Satisfied with Law.” 

Mrs. Robins, who is also president of the 
Women's Trade Union league, which was 
most instrumental in effecting 4 passage 
of the bill, said last night that the women 
ticket sellers, who are in a union, are sat- 
isfied with the outlook. “The women say 
that before they will work twelve hours a 
day they will seek other employment. The 
delegation that asked the governor not to 
sign the bill consisted of two women neither 
of whom belonged to the union. 

“These women never have a day off unless 
they take it at their own expense. 

“Where are the elevated companies going 
to get intelligent men for that price. The 
men they now employ at night are old and 
slow and unable to do anything else. The 
night force could not handle the day rush and 
for $2 a day it will be impossible to get alert 
and competent men.”

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GARY AGAINST CUT 
IN STEEL PRICES 


Says Laboring Men Have More 
at Risk in Reductions 
than Employers. 


STILL FOR CO-OPERATION. 


Republic Company’s Action Re- 
garding Market Draws Fire 
of Trust Official. 


New York, June 4.—The arguments with 
which Elbert H. Gary, chairman of the di- 


‘rectors of the United States Steel corpora- 


tion, addressed iron and steel manufactur- 
ers he had here as guests at a luncheon 
@ week ago today to discuss the independent 
action of the Republic Iron and Steel com- 
pany im reducing prices, became public to- 
day. 

Mr. Gary made public the text of his 
speech, and threw more light upon what 
took place behind the closed doors of the 
dining room at the Metropolitan club, where 
the conference was held. 

Mr. Gary argued for continued codperation 
among the steel makers and for stability 
in prices, but his apparent wishes on the 
price question were overruled by a general 
decision to meet the cuts of the Republic 
company. Mr. Gary touched upon the pos- 
gibility of wage reductions, the value of fair 
dealing, and frankness among the manufac- 
turers, and the rights and duties of great 
corporations in view of the recent Supreme 
court decision in the Standard Olli case. 


Urges Stability of Prices. 

“1 have advocated and shall always advo- 
cate, so long as I believe I have a right to do 
go,”” sald Mr. Gary, “ the stability of prices, 
the regularity of business conduct on the part 
of all that is calculated to recognize and ad- 
vance the interests of others. 


“I have urged you to remember and I} 


again call attention to the fact that when 
you make substantial reductions in your 
prices, if you reduce to a price that is unfair 
and unreasonable and you miake so small a 
profit that it does not yield you a fair re- 
turn on your investment and your risk, you 
at least place for consideration before every 
one the possible necessity of reducing the 
cost of production, including prominently if 
pot principally the wages which you are 
paying or may be allowed to pay to the man 
er the men in your employ. 

“Do not forget that the laboring men—the’ 


employés of the corporatione—have more at 


risk when these questions are considered of 
reducing prices below what is reasonable and 
fair than the employer. You have no right 
to run the risk’ of being compelled to put 
their wages below what they ought to be 
poless you are driven to it, and I hope under 
the present ‘circumstances, gentlemen, that 
whatever may be done, or whatever may 
happen as « result of present conditions, you 
will not reduce the wages of your employés 
until yon feel it is an absolute necessity to 


do so.” 
Facing Disagreeable Problem. 

Referring to the bombshell the Republic 
company threw into the stee) market by re- 
@ucing prices, Mr. Gary said: 

* We are confronted with ae serious and 
@isagreeable problem. It is not for me to 
criticise men nor to pass judgment on the 
motives of men. Whether people who have 
changed their minds suddenly are actuated 
by motives of cppidity or motives of neces- 
sity is not for me to say. 

“J would not expect or ask any one to do 
anything he believed wrong, legally or 
morally; but, on the other hand, gentlemen, 
if any one who has been coéperating ma law- 
ful way, not in secret, but under conditions 
well known and frequently exposed by all of 
ws. suddenly changes his opinion and believes 
§t is for his pecuniary interest for the time 
being to withdraw from associating with us 
and declinés to give us any information con- 
cerning what he is doing or proposes to do, 
leaving himself free to go to your customers 
and mine and get the business for himself, 
regardless of price, and simply forthe pur- 
pose of filling his mill temporarily and se- 
curing for himself a customer who has been 
your custoimer or mine, then I do not hesitate 
to say thet, so far.as I am concerned, I am 
perfectly willing to let him stand outside of 
the circle of friendly conversation and open 
and above board fair dealing and frankness 
in expression, but if I have sufficient influ- 
ence it shall not in the least — the rela- 
tione of all the rest of us.

‘JURY’ OF EIGHT 
TO TRY LORIMER 


Agreement of Senate Leaders 
to Create Select Commit- 
tee Will Stand. 


FRIENDS URGE KENYON. 


Case to Go to Floor if Iowan Be 
Refused Place as 
“Juror.” 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Washington, D. C., June 4.—{Special.J— 
The agreement of the senate Republicane 
and Democratic leaders to create a select 
commitiee from the committee on privileges 
and elections to investigate the Lorimer 
case is to stand. 

The Democrats do not propose to be 
placed in the position elther of having 
served as catspaws for the Republicans or 
havisg conspired with them wo secure con- 
sideration of the Lorimer charges by the 
committee on privileges and elections, nine 
of whose members voted to retain the IIli- 
noisan in the senate. 

They consented to aid in the reference of 
the Lorimer charges to that committee in 
compliance with the appeal of Senators 
Bailey, Paynter, Johnston, and Fletcher, who 
represented that‘if such action were not 
taken their constituents would construe It 
as a repudiation of their course during the 
last congress. 


Row May Result in Senate. 

But before agreeing to press his resolution 
Senator Martin of Virgiria had a conference 
with Senator Dillingham, chairman, of the 
committee on privileges and elections, and 
Senator Crane of Massachusetts, In which 
the two Republicans agreed that the com- 
mittee on privileges and elections should re- 
port to the senate without delay ite inability 
to discharge the duty confided to it and ask 
the senate to authorize the performance of 
the work by a select committee made up of 
eight members of the committee, four of 
whom voted for Lorimer and the others either 
against him or new senators. 

If Senator Dillingbam faileto live up to this 
“expectation ’' Senator Martin derived from 
the conference a row tnay be expected in the 
senate. Mr. Martin may even go so far as to 
call another caucus ot the Democrats and 
obtain their support for a motion discharging 
the committee on privileges and elections 
from consideration of the Lorimer case anc 
adopting the La Follette plan of selecting a 
committee by. a majority vote.

COST WILL BE $20,000,000. 


Most Colossal Structure of Kind 
Ineludes Portico, Colonnade, 
and Statue of Ruler. 


ROME, June 4.—Nearly one million per- 
s0ns witnessed the dedication today of a 
magnificent menument to King Victor EBm- 
manuel Il. Interest was added to the @c- 
casion by reason of the celebration of the 
granting of the constitution by King Cheries 


. Albert in 1846, the same constitution which 


stil} rules United Italy. 

The monument, which is the most colossal] 
structure of the kind in the world, when com- 
pleted, will cost about $20,000,000 and will 
have represented thirty years’ work. 

King Victor Emmanuel and Queen Helena, 
the Queen Mother Margherita, who appeared 
for the first time in an officia) function since 
the death of King Humbert, Dowager Queen 
Maria Pia of Portugal, the surviving daugh- 
ter of King Victor, the Dowager’Duchess of 
Genoa, the Duke and Duchess of Aosta, the

8,000 Mayors Present.

Justice Olson Says He Has Not 
Sought Broadening of Juris- 
diction of His Branch. 


Through fear that by inadvertent wording 
of an amendment, the Juvenile court is to be 
transferred from the Circuit court to the Mu- 
Bicipal court of Chicago, Gov. Deneen has 
caused a close study to be mare of house bill 
124, which is now before him for his sae 
ture. 

Miss Julia Lathrop has taken the initiative 
in asking that the measure be vetoed and ald 
chance thereby eliminated for conferring the 
Juvenile court powers upon the Municipal 
bench. The matter was calied to the at- 
tention of the governor Saturday while he 
Was in Chicago. He promised to grant a 
hearing before taking fina] action. it is 
probable“ arguments will be presented in 
Springfield tomorrow or Wednesday by those 
interested in maintaining the Juvenile court 
as it is now constituted. 

Chief J ustice Harry Olson of the Municipa) 
court made it plain yesterday that the court 
had not sought tohave its powers broad- 
ened, and that in his judgment it would be 
better for the Juvenile court to remain as it 


«4 for the present. 


‘ Olson Opposed to Change. 

“I did not know that by a construction of 
house bill 124 the Juvenile court would be 
transferred to the jurisdiction of the Muni- 
cipal court,’’ was the “eg ig of Justice 
Olson. 

“We did not ask for a Siisteanines of our 
powers in this respect and it is quite with- 
out the knowledge of thé judges that the 
bili has gone as far as it has. In my opin- 
fon. the Juvenile court, as well as the Munici- 
pal court, is in a formative period and is 
completing its real test. 

“Under all the attendant aiccnatencds it 
would not be a satisfactory experiment at 
this time to place the Juvenile court func- 
tions under the control of the Municipal 
court. I have not read the amended bill 
and I am not sure that its provisions are as 
broad as has been supposed. 

“But I am certain that our court has suf- 

nt to occupy its attention with the Court 
of Demestric Relations as well as the regular 


would be well for the governor to veto the 
bill if it does extend the jurisdiction to the 


extent indicated.” 


Wort “City” Causes Trouble. 

Judge Merritt W. Pinckney of the J uvenile ~ 
court has made a close study of the pro- 
visions of the bill. He is quoted as of the 
opinion that if the measure becomes a law, 
the court would be transferred to the juris 
diction of the Municipal court. 

The bill was introduced by Representative 
Thomas Lyon. Its original purpose, as ex- 
plained then, was to extend to city courts in 
the downstate cities the same jurisdiction 
in juvenile cases as is bestowed on the Cir- 
cuit courts. The city courts in half a dozen 
Illinois cities are on the same level as Cir- 
cuit courts and have.concurrent jurisdiction 
with Circuit and Superior courts on most 
propositions. 

It was to include in this category juvenile 
cases that the bill was drawn. The difficulty 
arose, as it is viewed by Miss Lathrop, by 
the use of the word “‘city,"’ which for the pur. 
poses of the act, as Judge Pinckney believes 
and in which Judge Olson concurs, embraces 
the Municipal court of Chicago; something 
which was not at all contemplated when 
the bill was passed.

It has been shown by hundreds of accurate scientific observations that 
the house fly is the conveyor of infective stuff, especially of typhoid fever, 
but also of the other maladies which we have named. 

If the fly which favors us with his addresses has come, as is most likely

A very simple experiment will illustrate what happens when a house fly 
with dirty feet walks over foofistuff on which bacterla can grow. One of the 
Petri plates was partly filed with warm nutrient gelatin in which bacteria 
flourish. When it cooled a smoooth, solid surface was formed. An unwary 
house fly was caught and his legs and body were dipped into a dish of very

Twenty-five years ago the American navy 

consisted to all intents and purposes of the 
three protected cruisers, Chicago, Boston, 
and Atlanta. There were some old wooden 
ships and some monitors, but they were 
good for nothing. The country was proud of 
its cruisers’ and sent them across the At- 
lantic to let Hurope see that the United 
States had a navy. 
. Next month the most powerful fleet ever 
gssembled under the American flag will be 
engaged in maneuvers in the vicinity of 
Cape Cod bay. The Indiana, put in com- 
mission in 1895, was the first first-class bat- 
tleship the navy had. There will be twenty- 
one ships of that class, allof them its supe- 
riors and some with twice its displacement, 
gathered together off the Massachusetts 
coast a few weeks hence.

_AN ANALYSIS OF THE LORIMER 
‘ EVIDENCE. s 

Just as the United States senate reopens 
dhe Lorimer case for the hearing of new 
testimony there is published in the current 
numiber of the North American Review an 
analysis of the evidence on which the sen- 
ate based its decision in March, when by a 
vote of 46 to 40 the validity of Mr. Lorimer’s 
@lection was sustained. 

The author of the article, * The Lorimer 
Case,” is James H. Blount, whose compe- 
tency to undertake an analysis of the evi- 
dence will not be questioned. He isa law- 
yer of Macon, Ga., was judge advocate of 
the department of Santiago, judge of the 
Court of First Instance of the Philippines, 
and is the author of a book on pleading and 
practice under the Georgia code which has 
been adopted by the Georgia legislature. 

What Mr. Blount undertakes to do is 
precisely what the senate attempted to do 
to take the evidence given the Burrows 
subcommittee and determine its value. 

™“ This is an attempt,” he says in preface, 
*“opon the part of one who has never seen 
Mr. Lorimer nor ever read a copy of Tx= 
Onicaco Trrevne to throw some light upon 
the difference which unquestionably exists 
between the senate and the country at large 
concerning the validity of Mr. Lorimer’s 
election as a senator of the United States.” 
_ The second investigation ordered by the 
genate probably will be devoted largely to 
discovering the sources from which the cor- 
ruption money came. The evidence exam- 
ined by Mr. Blount is that showing where 
it went. He takes up the testimony relat-

“Tf a chain is only as strong as its weak- 
est link,” says Mr. Blount, “ the chain by 
which Mr. Lorimer is anchored to his seat 
in the United States senate is, indeed, 
shamefully weak, for, unless perjury on 
the part of Myers be admitted, the crooked- 
ness of Browne is clear.” 

Mr. Blount does not attempt to make his 
analysis exhaustive, but he deals convine- 
ingly with several of the important phases 
of the evidence which were construed and 
twisted with pain and difficulty to preserve 
Mr. Lorimer’s seat before. 


THE PRESIDENT ON RECIPROCITY. 

That was a terse, lucid, and complete ex- 
planation of the benefits of reciprocity 
with Canada which President Taft gave 
here on Saturday. To the extent thatit is 
read by the constituents of senators who are 
coynted against reciprocity it will serve the 
purpose the president had in view in com'ng 
here. Oonvince constituents and it will not 
be so difficult to convince senators. 

It is hard to see how any farmer can read 
the president’s cogent arguments and fail 
to be convinced. The contention that reci- 
procity would injure him personally is dis- 
proved by statistics. It would not cheapen 
the price of his products. It would not 
lower the value of his land. Op the con- 
trary it would give him a better market for 
many of his products. It would enable him 
to engage to better advantage in. the stock 
raising industry. 

Besides that, it would give him what he 
needs greatly—cheaper lumber. And yet 
there are faumers, the dupes of deceptive 
arguments, who are helping out the lumber 
interests and other special interests which 
for purely selfish reasons are opposing reci- 
procity. Those interests are putting up 
money, and through their hired agents are 
distributing deceitful circulars to poison the 
public mind against it. No farmer should 
be found pulling the chestnuts out of the 
fire for the monopolists that have been 
preying on him. 

The president makes a telling point when 
he recalls the furious opposition to reciproc- 
ity with Cuba, Porto Rico, and the Philip- 
pines. There were prophecies of fearful 
disaster, but in each .case there has been 
a great increase in American trade. That 
would be the inevitable consequence of reci- 
procity with Canada. There would be a 
greater exchange of products between the 
two countries which could not be otherwise 
than benefieial to both. One special bene- 
fit which would acerue to the United States 
would be the conservation of certain natura] 
resources which have been drawn on too 
lavishly. The country woGld also be freed 
from the grip of the lumber monopoly. 

The president came to the west to explain 
to its people the statesmanlike policy he ini- 
tiated, a policy fraught with good for them 
and all other citizens of the republic. . He 
has done his part. Now let them do theirs. 
Their voices should be heard calling impera- 
tively on their senators to pass unaltered 
the reciprocity bill. 


ONE WAY TO GET PEACE. 

One political party is in the majority in 
the Atlantic section of Nicaragua, and an- 
other in the Pacific section. Each wishes 
to have the presidency and the defeated 
party sulks or rebels. In order that there 
might be peace a division of the republic 
is suggested. Then each party could have 
its president, congress, custom houses, and 
army. There would be two miniature states, 
each with about 300,000 inhabitants, the 
majority of them peacefully employed in 
raising bananas, 

Doubts suggest themselves. Parties split 
into factions. The leaders of a defeated 
faction might get up petty revolutions. 
There would have to be a further subdivi- 
sion of Nicaragua in order to provide them 
with offices. Furthermore, if Nicaragua 
were cut in two the plans of American finan- 
ciers for the funding of its debt and the 
general reformation of its finances would 
be interfered with. There would be a dis- 
pute about the proper division of the debt. 
The cost of two governments would be too 
much for a country which has not supported 
one decently. We may rest assured that 
whatever influence the American govern- 
ment may have will be used to prevent the 
splitting up of Nicaragua. It would be 
a poor way to get peace. 


ENGLISH POSTAL REFORMS. 

Almost at the time when our postoffice 
department is able to show a profit for the 
first time in our day; when the long delayed 
postal savings bank is in its budding time, 
and the still longer delayed parcels post has 
a chance of realization, the English postal 
authorities have announced certain reforms 
which are, to say the least, of indirect inter- 
est even in this country. 

Among the measures are the reduction 
of 50 per cent in the telephone rates between 
England and France, a similar reduction in 
cable rates not in code, which may be sub- 
ject to twenty-four hours’ delay; a 20 per 
cent reduction in foreign parcels post rates, 
postcards at face value, and telephones for 
farmers at £3 a year where there are five 
subscribers on the line. The government’s 
control of the telephone and telegraph sery- 
ice makes easy the reduction in charges for 
messages by those means. Farmers in Eng- 
land have not taken to the use of the tele- 
phone as they have in this country, where, 
even in remote districts, the wires form part 
of the user’s fence. But in the old country 
only a few of the larger agriculturists make 
use of this means of communication. This ig 
all the stranger because of the compara- 
tively short distances there. 

The government believes that the tele-- 


kets, saving much expense and time intrav- 
eling. Even in closely settled Englaad 
farmers’ wives have felt the isolation. of 
their life, and the telephone wil! bring neigh- 
bors and communities into closer touch with 
each other. 

The reduction in foreign parcels post 
rates should be heeded by our representa- 
tives in Washington, for it puts another 
cause of reproach on, our department for 
keeping up the exorbitant charges and re- 
strictions of weight for the transmission of 
matter of that sort. We smile at the old 
world’s slowness to adopt certain methods 
long in use elsewhere, but there is a dispo- 
sition of the same sort on our part some- 
times. Happily, in the case of parcels post 
there is hope that we will soon remove all 
obstacles to that much needed measure, 


MARRYING AGAIN WITHIN A YEAR. 

The enactment of a law is only a first 
step. The next one which may require 
considerable time is to find out what it 
means or whetheritis valid. It took twenty 
years to ascertain exactly what the anti- 
trust law meant. So it is not surprising 
that after the lapse of six years there is still 
uncertainty as to the validity in certain 
cases of a section of the Illinois law govern- 
ing divorces, 

In 1905 the law was amended so as to 
provide that where a divorce had been 
granted neither party should marry again 
within a year. Marriages in violation of 
the law were declared void. But the per- 
sons who have been getting divorces so 
that they might change partners have made 
little trips to some neighboring state and got 
married there. Chicago ministers have lost 
fees which they would have had but for the 
law. 

The validity of these marriages con- 
tracted in defiance of law has been chal- 
lengeg frequently. In some imstances the 
judges of lower courts have held them in- 
valid. In other cases it has been held that 
as no Illingis statute is operative in another 
state, and as a marriage ceremony solem- 
nized in acéordance with the laws of another 
state must be recognized by this state, these 
marriages are valid. 

Whether they are or are not will not be 
known positively until the Supreme court 
of the state shall have spoken. Perhaps its 
decision will not settle the matter. The 
question is one which might be carried up to 
the Supreme court of the United States. It 
ought to be settled without delay one way 
or the other. A decision that marriages 
contracted outside the state to evade the 
Illinois law were null would stop them. A 
decision the other way would make the law 
an idle threat. 


THE TENNESSEE COAL AND IRON 
| PURCHASE. 

There are two widely different accounts 
of the circumstances attending the purchase 
of a majority of the stock of the Ten- 
nessee Coal and Iron company by the 
United States Steel corporataion dur- 
ing the panic of 1907. According to 
one story told in detail last week by 
Elbert H. Gary, the purchase was made to 
prevent the collapse of a prominent bank- 
ing house and a large trust company, which 
were loaded down with the stock of the 
eoal and iron company. It is claimed that 
if they had not been relieved the panic would 
have been intensified and got beyond con- 
trol. According to Mr. Gary the steel cor- 
poration paid for the Tennessee company 
more than it was worth, after having on 
different occasions rejected propositions 
that it buy. They were rejected because 
the steel corporation did not want tf prop- 
erty. 

The other story is that the steel corpora- 
tion was anxious to get the Tennessee com- 
pany, which was then controlled by Mr. 
John W. Gates and his associates, and that 
the panic of 1897 was helped along for a 
time by the Morgan interests so that the 
stock of that company could be obtained at 
a bargain counter price. Mr. Gates has 
testified that he considered the sale a forced 
sale, but was noncommittal when asked 
what financial power forced it. 

There are facts which bear out Mr. Gary's 
contention that the steel corporation did not 
want the Tennessee company. It was not 
a paying property. It was paying only 4 
per cent in 1907 and had been paying much 
less in previous years. Prior to 1905 the 
market value of the stock ranged from 25 
to 77, and while it had run up to 180 under 
the Gates control, that was a purely specu- 
lative figure. The steei corporation paid 
more than par for stock whose panic price 
should have been far below par, and which 
it could have purchased a few years earlier 
for 50 cents on the dollar or less. 

These facts justify the conclusion that the 
story that the Morgan interests got up the 
panic so that the steel corporation might 
add to its holdings has no substantial basis.

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TRENUOUS endeavors are making just 
at present in England, and more par- 
ticularly in Scotland, to obtain the 
consent of the papacy to the beatifi- 
eation of Mary Queen of Scots as a 

prelude to her canonization and conversion 
into a national saint of the northern kingdom 
of George V. It is a subject which has long 
engaged the attention of the authorities of 
the Roman Catholic church, and much time 
and study have been devoted by them to 
the various appeals that have been received 
in her behalf, not alone from Scotland, but 
also from England and from France. 

The main argument in her favor is thet 
her death on the scaffold constituted a true 
martyrdom. This was admitted, ex cathe- 
dra. by Pope Benedict XIV. and Pius VI., 
who took the ground that if she was put to 
death it was by reason of English hatred 
of the Roman Catholic religion, and that 
since she had suffered death for the sake of 
her religion she was entitied to the crown 
of martyrdom, to beatification, and to even- 
tual canonization. 

Admitting that Queen Mary, through her 
death, and her cruel captivity, extending 
over a long period of years, did much to 
redeem her past, there are a number of 
incidents in her career quite the reverse of 
saintly, among them the suspicion under 
which ehe always labored of being privy to 
the assassination of her first husband, Lord 
Darnley, by Bothwell, whom she subse- 
quently married. 

While some hold that she was not only the 
most fascinating, but likewise thé most 
blameless and purest of women, there are 
plenty more who are disposed to ascribe to 
her every crime in the calendar, basing 
their contentions on documentary evidence, 
discovered through the researches of stu- 
dents of history. 

That she suffered a great deal nobody 
can deny. But, at any rate until she fell 
into the hands of Queen Elizabeth and be- 
came the latter’s prisoner of state her life 
in France, as well as in Scotland, was not 
of a nature to commend itself to those prel- 
ates at Rome who investigate the antece- 
dents of candidates for canonization. 
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So much has been -printed in connection 
with the official declaration by the Austrian 
courts last month of the death of ex-Arch- 
duke John, who has been missing for twenty 
years, concerning his exile from Austria and 
Hungary by Emperor Francis Joseph, thata 
few words of explanation are necessary to 
show why this banishment was inflicted. 

A popular impression prevails to the ef- 
fect that the archduke had been guilty of 
some offense necessitating the penalty of 
forfeiture of his statues and prerogatives as 
a prince of the reigning house and his exile. 

This is not the case. The archduke re- 
signed his archducal rank and his preroga- 
tives as a member of the sovereign house of 
Hapsburg, as well as his commission of gen- 
eral in the Austrian army, of his own fres 
will. It was because he had done this and 
because he had insisted om becoming a mere 
bourgeois, that the emperor demanded he 
should refrain from returning to Austria, 
lest his altered status should give rise to 
awkwardness and to confusion. 

At the time Archduke John left Austria for 
Switzerland, after writing to the emperor 
resigning his military and imperial honors 
and dignities, including his knighthood of th2 
Order of the Golden Fleece, Francis Joseph 
sent Gen. Csnadida, one of the most trusted 
members of his personal household, in fact, 
his assistant military secretary, to Switzer- 
land in order to prevafl upon the archduke 
to withdraw his letter to the emperor re 
signing his honors.

Gen. Canadida had been chosen by the mon- 
arch for this purpose because he had been 
on terms of intimacy with the archduke, 
with whom he had been associated since 
the latter’s boyhood. 

It was only after the general had argued in 
vain with the archduke and had received 
a positive refusal to all the advances made 
by him in the name of the emperor that he 
drew from his pocket an autograph letter 
from the latter, in which the monarch ac- 
cepted, with expressions of regret and grief, 
the resignation of the archduke from all his 
honors and dignities, winding up by a decla- 
ration that under the circumstances he could 
not permit him ever to return to Austria 
or Hungary. 

That is the real story of the archduke’s 
exile, an exile which took him so much by 
surprise and which subjected him to so great 
a shock, that I am convinced if he had known 
it would have followed his resignation of 
his honors, he never would have sacrificed 
them. 

His cousin, Archduke Francis Ferdinand, 
the future emperor, has purchased from 
Archduke John’s estate the castle of Orth, 
on the shores of the Lake of Gmundon, 
which was the residence until her death of 
Archduke John’s mother, and where every 
night, from the time of his departure until 
the date of her own death, not long ago, @ 
candle was left lighted In the window of 
his bedroom to show that he was expected 
by his mother and welcome there. 

Archduke Francis Ferdinand is making ex- 
tensive additions to the castle, which was 
the property of Archduke Jobn, and to such 
an extent his favorite residence that he took 
its name for his patronymic when he gave 
up the name of Hapsburg-Lorraine. Indeed, 
Francis Ferdinand proposes to make it from 
henceforth his principal summer residence.

Survivors of Garibaldi's English Legion, of 
whom only a couple of dozen are left, will 
proceed next week to Rome as the guests of 
the Italian nation, to join in the celebration 
of the golden jubilee of the unity and inde- 
pendence of Italy. The English legion num- 
bered.674, and they eailed from Harwich too 
late to take part in the march from Marsala, 
but still in plenty of time to participate in the 
fighting around Naples. 

The band included Lord Edward St. Maur, 
second son of the Duke of Somereet, who was 
first lord of the admiralty at thetime. Lord 
Edward sailed at Capt. “ Sarsfield,”” and 
among his companions was Evelyn Ashley 
(afterwards under secretary of state for the 
colonies), who, when he went to his uncle, 
Lord Palmerston, then premier, with a re- 
quest for leave of absence from his duties as 
that stateman’s private secretary, was cut 
short with the remark there would be no 
difficulty about letting him goto Italy: for “a 
littie shooting.” 

Why the legion, splendidly armed and com- 
posed of men largely of the best class, arrived 
too late to join in the march from Marsala 
never has beem satisfactorily explained, and 
the only reference that hag ever appeared 
about the matter in print is a note in one of 
the English biographies of Gartbaldi, in 
which it is asserted the delay was due to 
“thet scamp, who under false colors and « 
false name, betrayed the cause of the legion.”

And so they sparkled brilliantly 
with intervals of song and dance and other 
diversion, including bright stunts by Mr. Rich-

ver Threads Among the Gold” so pathetically 
that there were white tear streaks all over 
Mr. Hitchcock's complexion.

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Mr. George Cohan had a great deal to do 
with the mirthmaking. The name Cohan, it 
may be said here, is pronounced with a heavy 
accent on the last syllable, the authority being 
none other than Mr. Jerry Cohan, who as one 
of the interlocutors, introduced his talented 
offspring so. The younger Mr. Cohan first made 
a convincing plea for popular muSic In a smart 
song. which argued that although that form 
of melody might be trashy, hashy, and dashy 
it never failed to get the cashy. Mr. Cohan, 
to my mind, has never been quite so amusing 
as he was yesterday. Those little annoying 
insolences which sometimes appear in his per- 
formances had altogether disappeared and he 
was quiet and certain and often witty in his 
remarks to Mr. Willie Collier with whom he 
had a fleet vendetta in the olio after the burnt 
cork had been removed.

In this conflict of repartee Mr. Collier and 
Mr. Cohan appeared in front of their respec- 
tive theaters, which for the occasion were 
built to adjoin each other in Broadway. It 
might be explained that Mr. Cohan is of the 
Klaw & Erlanger affiliation, friendly to the 
Friars, and that Mr. Collier, more or less, owns 
allegiance to the Messrs. Shubert, who frown 
upon the order, because of the expulsion there- 
from of one of their eminent executives. Mr. 
Collier was sternly importuned to refrain from 
participation in the Frolic, but gaily he jeered 
at his managers and once yesterday pro- 
fessed to discover Mr; Lee Shubert slinking 
in the gallery disguised with false whiskers. 
He and Mr. Cohan guyed each other amicably 
about their histrionic talents in a felicitous 
song called “A Little Playhouse of My Own,” 
indulging incidentally in all manner of the 
“quick stuff" in which both are adept. Mr. 
Collier was never funnier and Mr. Cohan never 
as funny, so the twenty minutes or there- 
abouts devoted to that combination was de- 
cidedly a gay element in the proceedings.

Mr. Harry Williams, whose principal opus is 
“I’m Afraid to Go Home in the Dark,” as- 
sisted a bright brunette young person to sing 
“ Alexander’s Rag Time Band,” and they sang 
it so effectively that encores were as the sands 
of the sea. Elsewhere in an unimportant part 
of the exhibition a fascinatingly grotesque 
dancer, Mr. Tom Dingle, presumably, extended 
his queer legs in all sorts of eccentric gyra- 
tions, thereby causing favorable talk.

English Grand Opera 


Opens Summer Season.

HE Aborn English Grand Opera company 
inaugurated a four weeks’ engagement 
in McVicker’s theater last night with a 
. performance of Puceini’s “ Madame But- 
terfly’ that brought forth numerous and 
cordial expressions of approval from the large 
audience asbembled. The several reasons for 
the pronounced success of the production with 
the public are te be found in the moving 
pathos and simplicity of John Luther Long’s 
tragedy set forth in a language that all could 
understand; in the strength and beauty of 
Puccini’s music, which can surviVe the handi- 
caps of an incomplete presentation, and in the 
genuine sincerity of the artists interpreting 
the principal roles. 

It is with regret that one records the many 
serious shortcomings of the performance. These 
began in the orchestra. The management made 
solemn promises of adequate instrumental and 
choral forces as well as appropriate scenic 
representation. Only the latter portion of this 
contract with the public was fulfilled. Puc- 
cini’s score demands the usual orchestra. The 
Aborn forces seemingly include al the required 
instrumental units. But they are present in 
unhappy proportion. The strings were lament- 
ably weak, there being but six first violins, 
four seconds, two violas, one cello, and two 
double basses to sustain the opposition of the 
full woodwind and brass complement. The 
result affords the student rare opportunity to 
familiarize himself with Puccini's masterly 
treatment of the wind instruments, but gives 
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considered as a whole. af 
The conductor, Carlo Nicosia, was obl 
content himself with an attempt at mere-a 
curacy. All the finer contrasts of light aag 
shade, all inflections that tend to the updduL 
ing of climaxes and the enunciation of ¢ 
dramatic declamation so eminently dema@ 
by the score were merged in @ monotonous, 
level.

Missouri's victory in the eleventh’ annual 


track and field games of the Weetern Confer- 
ence Athletic association at Minneapolis on 
Saturday, although unexpected, is certain to 
stimulate interest in athletics among western 
colleges not members of the “ Big Eight.”

Brewer had a team of specialista 
He had a man to run the mile, one to runthe 
two mile, one to run the low hurdles. one to 
throw the discus, and one to run the high 
hurdles. This gave the team a total of 
twenty-five points, while enough others were 
picked up to boost the total to thirty-five. 

Although Chicago ruled favorite, Coach 
Stage said after the meet that his. athletes 
had ‘done al! he had expected and before the meet- 
ing he felt certain twenty-five points would win. 
The different Maroon performers accumulated 
25 1-8 points, which landed them in second place,
